Until 2005, every school district 
was responsible for publishing 
its own report and making key 
education statistics available 

to the public. In order to 
streamline state and federal 
reporting requirements and to 
assure comparability across the 
state, the legislature changed 
the law in 2005 and made DESE 
responsible for producing these 
reports. 


The Missouri Public School 
Accountability Report is not 
required by law, but it provides 
a state-level version of virtually 


all the data that must be 
reported about local schools 
and districts. It includes some 
state-level indicators that 

are not included in the local 
reports. 


The Department compiles this 
annual report to provide an 
easy-to-use summary of vital 
statistics about important issues 
and trends in Missouri public 
schools. 


2005-06 Highlights 


e K-12 enrollment increased 
slightly (less than 1%) to just 
over 900,000. Total public 
school enrollment (P-12) was 
928,768. 


¢ Preschool enrollment 
continued its steady growth, 
reaching nearly 29,000. 
Enrollment in public preschool 
programs has more than 
doubled in the past five years. 


e The percentages of students 
eligible for free or reduced-price 


meals (41.8%) and those eligible 
for special education services 
(14.8%) were unchanged from 
2004-05. 


e The high school dropout 
rate (4%) increased slightly for 
the third year in a row. The 
graduation rate (85.7%) also 
dropped slightly, even though 
the total number of high school 
graduates increased to 58,355. 


¢ The number of classroom 
teachers increased about 2% to 
68,557. The average teacher’s 
salary increased about 3.4% to 
$42,077. 


¢ More than 950,000 students 
took part in the expanded 
Missouri Assessment Program 
tests in 2006. The MAP results 
have a new look this year 
because more grades were 
tested in communication arts 
and mathematics. As a result 
of changes in the design of the 
MAP tests, data are shown only 
for 2006.

In 2006, the Missouri Assessment Program (MAP) expanded 
dramatically. “Grade-level testing” in grades 3-8 became mandatory in 
2006 under federal law (No Child Left Behind). As a result, MAP tests 
in communication arts and mathematics were given at seven grade 
levels, compared with just three grades in past years. In addition, the 
MAP program was revised to include four achievement levels, instead 
of five. The four levels (Below Basic, Basic, Proficient and Advanced) 
were instituted as a result of state law and in order to align with the 
categories used in the National Assessment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP). The 2006 results are not comparable to previous years.
